from $1,000 to $1,200 a year. 
A d v a n c e m e n t of capable em p l o y e e s to 
higher salaries is r e a s onably rapid. 


E x a m i n a t i o n s for the D e p a r t m e n t a l Service at Washington, D. C . , for 
both men and women, are held every Tuesday in 450 of the p r i n c i p a l cities 
of the United States, and a p p l i c a t i o n s may be filed ^with the United 
States Civil Service Commission, Washington, D. C., at any time. 
Those 
who fail to pass may be reexamined as many times as they wish until they 
attain an eligible rating. 
An e x a m i n a t i o n w h i c h results in a failure 
will help to prepare the competitor for the next. 


It is the ma n i f e s t duty of the citizens with this special knowledge 
to use it at this time where it will be of most value to the Government.

A t t e n t i o n is invited to the fact that, whi l e s t e n o g r a p h e r and t y p e ­ 
writer examinations include certain clerical subjects besides s t e n o ­ 
graphy and typewriting, namely: arithmetic, letter writing, penm a n s h i p 
and spelling, these subjects have very low relative w e i g h t s in d e t e r m i n ­ 
ing the average; furthermore, those who fail in the clerical subjects, 
but pass (rating 70 per cent) in the steno g r a p h y or typewriting tests or 
both, will have their names placed upon a su p p l e m e n t a l register for use 
in case the regular st e n o g r a p h e r and typewriter registers should be 
exhausted; and those who pass in the clerical subjects, but fail in the 
stenography and typewriting tests, at t a i n i n g a rating of not less than 
40 per cent in either stenography or t y p e w r i t i n g or both, will have 
their names placed upon a register for clerk w i t h kno w l e d g e of s t e n o ­ 
graphy or typewriting. 
Those whose names appear upon any of these a d ­ 
ditional registers may be reexamined in regular s t e n o g r a p h e r and t y p e ­ 
writer examin a t i o n s if they so desire.
